COURT REPLIES TO THREATS

Does Not Fear Anonymous
Correspondents.

John Lynch Testifies That the
Strikers Weroe Orderly and That
Deputy Manley Threatened to Blow
Off the Head of the Witness««The
American Flag Is Torn by a Deputy.
Waldo Perkerski's Evidences=A
Tilt Beiween Attorneys.

Wilkes-Barre, Feb, S—Another sen-
eation was sprung on the auditors of
the Martin trial today, when Judge
Woodward announced that he had re-
ceived an anonymoug letter threatening
him with harm unless cortain things
were done,

The judge said:

The man who wrote this will prob-
ably heir what I have to sy, and 1
want to tell him he 8 a scoundrel
and a cownrd, and that no such dis-
honorable metdns will In any way
uffect my Judgment. Cowardice wnd
personal fear are not n characteristio
of the race from which I come,

Before the hearing of evidence wns
resumed, the judge sustained the de-
fense and ruled out that part of the
testimony of John Costelle relating 1o
his conversation with Deputy Hess, In
which the latter threatened to shoot
him because he prolested against the
shooting of the strikers. Thig evidenca
was glven yesterday afternoon and o
lengthy argument followed on the
question of its admissibility.

Costello was recalled this morning
and sald he had seen three deand and
eight wounded men lving along the
road from Farley's hotel to Lattimer,
He sald he did what he could for the
wounded and found no weapons on
any of them.

Svan Joneg, chief of potice "of West
Hazleton, testified that the strikers
renched West Hazleton on the after-
noon of the shooting and there met
the sheriff and the deputies. They
carried a flag and talked loud, but
they had no arms and made no dis-
turbance of any kind, The sheriff told
théem they could not march to Latti-
mer and that they must go home,
whereupon he, Jones, induced them to
K0 back and showed them how they
could march by a slde street,

John Lynch testified that he was ut
West Hazleton when the strikers ar-
rived and that they were unarmed and
orderly. The sherlff 1old some of the
spectators they had better get out of
the way, as there was linble to he
trouble if the strikers did not disperse
The witness pointed out the following
deputies az being among thoze he had
seen at West Ha2leton: Houpt, Ridg-
way, Young, Salem, Harry and Frank
Zelrdt, Platt, Cook, Dodson, Ferry,
Barton, Bobers, Clark, Jones and the
sherif.

THREATS WERE MADE,

The witness sald Deputy Manley
had struck him with & gun ag hs was
moving off the strect and that another
man had also been struck. He heard
severnal threats against the strikers,
One deputy pointed his gun at n steik-
er and eaid, "I could get a Lead on
that fellow.” Another sald, “I'll got
even with the —— when 1 get to Lattl-
mer."” Deputy Ferry told a man who
was sympathizing with a striker whose
head was bleeding that if he did not
shut up he would blow his head off.

Witness denied on  cross-examina-
tion that he had a black jack and tried
to hit a deputy with it, or that he had
tried to break through the line
deputies.

Herman Pottunger, of Hazleton, sald
thiat while he was at West Hazleton
on the duy of the shooting Deputy
Henry Delhl threatened to “blow my
brains out of 1 did not get off the road.”

The witness pointed out Barton, Hall,
Eelsel, Lanley and Moile ws deputjes
whom he saw at West Hazleton, He
heard Hall say, “I'd like to get a pon
#t them." Another deputy said, “l
bet I drop slx of them when I get over
there."

The cross-examination was sgevere,
but it did not affect Pottunger's story.

Judge Rice, of the superior court, oe-
cupied a seat beside Judge Woodward
when court convened for tie afternoon
Besaion.

The crovs-examination of Pottunger
wes resumed and he was asked If he
ald not tell Benjomin Mortds that he
dld not know much about the case, hut
that he was getting d— well padd
for it, showing Mm at the same time a
rall of money. Foltunger denied this.

John Fortech.s, who required an in-
terpreter, sald that bo was at West
Hasgleton with the strikers and saw the
gheriff threaten to shoot down several
men. He stated that the strikers had
no eluba or weapons of any kind, that
ont of the deputies pulled down the
American Nag und tore 1. AL Lattimoer
the witness saw no disturbance and
that almost as soon w the strikers
halted A shot was fired and then came
the volley. The firing continued about
tve minutes he sald. On cross-sxami-
natlon he suld hie did not see much of
what happened during the shootlhg as
he was budly frightened and the bul-
lets were whigging about his head, He
eald he 914 not see any man fall with-
in fifteen feet of the strikers and he
stood about Nfteen yards away, He

fiag at West Hagloton,

MAN PULLED OUT OF LINE.
Simon Kowalsk! said that when the

sheriff stopped the strikers at Lati-
mer he asked where we were going.

"To Lattimer to see our fellow work-
men,” he replled. ““IT'hen he grabbed a
man by the collar, pulled him out of
line and pushed his revolver against
his throat, The next moment there
wis & shot and I ran as fast as I could.
When I eame back Mr. Dodson, a depu-
ty, came over as I was helping a
wounded man and sald: ‘You ron away
or I'll shoot you too* "

The cross-examination lasted some
time but the witness's story was not
shaken. ¥e sald he wus not one of the
leaders and only walked In the front
ranks because it was hot and dusty.

Waldo Perkerskl told how the depu-
ties had struck one of the strikers at
West Hazleton with a gun cutting his
head badly. The man, he said, was
doing nothing. He could not point out
the deputy. At West Hazleton the
sheriff was pointing  his revolver at
everybody near him. Nona of the
gtrikers had any weapons and all were
quite peaceable,

Attorney Palmer, for the defense,
claimed that Attorney Martin was
merely taking up time In asking each
witness If the strikers were armed,
“Will you admit 1t?" asked Martin,

“No, sir, we admit nothing.”

“Then we will go ahedd and prove
L e

“Go on,” sald Palmer,
YOu seven years"

“Al Lattimer,'" gald the witness, "the
sheriff stopped us and sald nobody ean
Eo to Lattimer. Then some of the men
pushed forward and the sheriff pulled
a min to the side of the road and polnt-
od his revolver, The man pushed the
revolver away and ran, The sherift
anapped his revolver twice. The third
time it exploded, T cannot say wheth-
er or not he shot anybody. As soon
a8 he shot the deputles commmenced
shooting and everybody ran. I was
among the last and the deputies fired
ot us while we were running. The
firing Insted about five minutes.”

WAS BUSY RUNNING.

The witnegs could not polnt out any
of the deputliez who fired after the
men ran, sayineg he wns too busy run-
ning to ook back at all. In the cross-
examination the witness denied em-
phutically that any of the strikers re-
slsted the deputies or that the sherift
wis thrown to the ground, The only
deputy the witness could remember
seeing at Lattimer was Cook, whom he
pointed out,

Andrew . Adams, a traveling man
from Glen Falls, N. Y., =ald he saw
the strikers twice on the day of the
shooting, Once as he was going from
Milnesville to Lattimer, they were then
marching in an orderly manner, and
again when he was returning from Lat-
timer. At this point it was just when
they were meeting the sheriff, He did
not see the meeting, the car being
about six hundred feet away, but he
heard the firing, saw the smoke &nd
gaw the strikers running, There were
a few pcattered shots, then a volley
followed by a number of scattered
ghots, Thiz ended the testimony for
the day and eourt adjourned,

Washington, Feb., §.~Three proposi-
tions differing materially as to meth-
ods were presented to the senate to-
day for the relief of the Cuban insur-
gents. Mr, Allen (Neb,) offered as an
umendment to the diplomatie and con-
appropriation bill a resolution

recognizing the belligerency of the in- |

surgents and said that he hoped the

houses would afford the senate an op=-
portunity to vote on the proposition.
Mr, Cannon (U'tah) offered a resolu-
tion urging the president to notify the
Kingdom of Spain that if it did not
recognize the independence of the Cu-
ban republic before March 4, 1888, the

United States wonld recognize belliger- |

ency of the Cubans and within ninety
daya thereafter would assert the inde-
pendence of the Cuban republie. Mr.
Masan (111) followed with a resolution
requiring the president to notify Spalin
that the Cuban war must ceass at
onieé or declare the intention of the
United States to restore and maintain
pence on the island of Cuba, Doth Mr,
Cannon and Mr, Mason gave notice of
their intention to speak upon the reso-
lutions tomorrow, The right of Hon,
Henry W. Corbett to a seat in the
senate from Oregon occupled the #en-
ale's attention for two hours, Senator
Chandler speaking in favor of seating
the claimant.

AT ZOLA'S TRIAL

Casimir Perier Creales a Sensation as
a Witness.

WON'T SWEAR TO TELL THE TRUTH

Count Esterhnzy Heluses to Teslity.
Madame Dreyfus Not Allowed 1o
Aunswer an  Tmportant Question
Concerning Paty do Clam==Zoln’s
Friends Attucked by Mobs.

Parie, Feb, §.-~M. Casimir-Perier,
former president of France, was o wit-
ness In the Zola trial today, and he
created a commotion by declining to
swear to tell the trath, It s my
duty not to tell it,”” be said to the

Upon belng assured that the law
compelled him to take the oath, the
ex-president submitted, Zola's law-
yer then asked him:

“Can you say, if. when you were
preeident, you knew befure his arrest
thist o staff officer was suspected of
treason and that charges had been
made against him?"

ESTERHAZY REFUSES ToO TES-
TIFY.,

A letter was read from Major Count
Esterhazy, in which he refused to tes-
tify and Zolan's counsel Insisted that
he should be brought inte court by
forve.

The court decided that Mercler,
former minister of war, and Colonel
Paty du Clam should be resummoned
and that the sa=ez of other witnesses
alleged to be 11 should be investi-
gated.

Madame Dreyfus was the first wit-
ness. When asked under what eiroums-
slances Colonel Paty du Clam had In-
formed her of her husband's arrest, the
court refused to permit the question.
Zola thersupon arose and cried:

*T desire the game treatment as the
arsagsin or the thief. They have al-
wiye the right to defend themselves,
but I am deprived of this. I am mock-
od and insulted in the streets, and the
obegcene press drags me in the mud
You see, gentlemen of the jury, the pos-
sitlon T am in. I wish to have my wit-
negees heard, but T am provented.”

The court finally said it would enter
Zola's protest, hut could mnot permit
questions forelgn to the indictment.

Hls friends rallled around him and
eventually the gates were reopened and
the police having been  reinforced,
escorted M. Zola to the street, while
the majority of the mob wak confined
to the court yard, sghrieking thrents
against the novellst, who eventually
enterad a cab and drove qulckly away
The women in the crowd were espe-

clally violent. A man who cheered for
Zola was set upon by a mob of people,
who hustled him to the BL, Michels
bridge, where they tried to throw him
Into the river Seine, but the police
were reinforced in the nick of time and
waved him.

The crowd remalning in the court
yard greeted M. Rochefort’s exit with

La France" They were eventually
diepersed,

MADAME DREYFUS'S HTORY.

London, Feb, 8.—~The Dally News
publishes this morning an interview
which David Christle Murray, the
novellet and playwright, has had with
Madame Dreyfus. She sald that after
her husband's arrest Major Paty du
Clam wvisited her seventeen successive
days. denouncing her husband as a
scoundrel and traltor and alternate-
Iy threatening and ecajoling her In the
hope that she would confess her hus-
band gullty. But she revealed nothing
because she had nothing to reveal,
and she now says it was Impossible
that her hushand could have confessed
himself guilty, Inasmuch as he was
innodent., There never was, she de-
clared, a8 bhetter husband or father in
the world.

Mr. Murray adds: “It Is imposgible
to sany what would have happened If
this beautiful woman had been per-
mitted to glve the foregolng evidence
in court, which she would have done it
allowed."

Mutilated Hody of an Unknown Man
Is Found in the East River in New
Yorke«Only Mark for Identification.

New York, Feb, 8.—-=What looks like
another murder mystery similar to the

The man had apparently been strang-
leg, stabbed with some sharp Instra-
ment, and then cut to pleces In the

DISOWNS QUAY AND ANDREWS.

W. A.Stone Writes That He Is Not

,Their Candidate tor Governor.

West Chester, Pa., Feb. 8.—Addi-
tional interest was lent to the fight
between the Republican factions for
delegates Lo the gubernatorial conven-
tlon by the announcement by Jesse
Cope, heretofore one of the antl-Quay
leaders, that he was a candidate for
delegate, and that If he was elected
he would vote for W. A, Stoine for
governor, In making his announce-
ment Mr. Cope submitted the follow-
Ing letter which he recently recelved
from Mr. Stone, his old echoolmate, in
reply to his own letter of inquiry:

“Let me answer the two charges
agalnst me; first, that Quay Is for me,
and second, that Andrews Is for me,
and that because these two men are
for me I ought not to be nominated. 1
cannol create a clvil service examina-
tion to pass upon the morals and qual-
ificationa of those who wish to sup-
port me, and decline the support of
those who are thought unfit,

“Ag to the first, T do not know
whether Quay is for me or not. He
has never told me or any one eclse, so
far as I can learn. I know that all the
other candidates are urging him to be
for them; that he tells them he la
keeping his hands off, and then some
of these candldates are mean enough
to go away and tell that it will not do
to nominate me because Quay Is for
me. Thelr whole source of reasoning
that Quay is for me I8 because I was
for him In 18085,

“As to Andrews. He ig not running
my campaign at all, and never has, He
moved Into Allegheny, where I reside,
Inst summer, for business reasons. 1
knew him wvery slightly before that,
having met him but a few times, Find-
Ing the people where 1 live for me, he
declded 1o support me, and I did not
object,

“I am told, and believe, that in No-
vember last a meeting was held in
Philadelphin by persons opposed to
my nomination. They could find noth-
ing to say against my character opr
fitmess for the affice, and so It was
agreed that they should start the cry
that T was ‘BIlII' Andrews” eandidate,
and send It out through the newspa-
pers, 1T am no one's candidate, and if
elected 1 will be no one's governor
but the people’s. T have no desire to
he governor except that I may honor
and dignify the office and faithfully
and honestly do my duty.”

Fuy de Lome' who Is minlster of Spaln
in Washington und addressed to Jose
Canerejng, who went to Cubn lnst Sep-
tember as Premler Bagasta's personal
representative, In this lettsr tha
=Epanilsh minister refera to President
McKinley ns “weak and eatering to
the rabble” and as a "“low politicinn,
who desires to stand well with the
Jingos of his pariy."”

The Washington correspondent of the
Press gays that when a copy of this
letter was shown to Minlster de Lome
he promptly pronounced it a forgery.
He also saye that nn official of the state
department discussing the matrer sall:
“De Lome did not write that lettor:
the Cuban junta has been impoged up-
on by somebody."

On the other hand, Horatlo 1. Ru-
beng, counsel for the Cuban Junta, says
“We know absolutely that this letter
is genuine. A man risked his life to
Jobtain It. We do not hesitate to ac-
knowledge that it was stolen from
Canalefas, It {8 written on the paver
of the legation. The handwriting e
de Lome'® and the elgnature Is his,
He may deny it until he is black in the
face but it Is genuine, and evervbody
who has seen It knows that it is, The
man who stole it abstracted it from
the envelope and left the latter. 1f he
hid attempted to steal the envelope or
had stolen the envelope he never would
have got away with the letter.”

Reciprocity Treaties with
That Country Have
Been Satisfied.

MR. WOODFORD'S NOTE

Replies to the Question of
Filibustering.

Strong Arguments, Showing the
Amounts Expended by the United
States Towards Suppressing These
Expeditions Have Amounted to
$23,000,000««The United States
More Successlul Than Spain in Ap=
prehending Filibusters,

Washington, Feb, 8.~It s said at
the stnte department that all attempts
to state the nature of the Spanish reply
to Minister Woodford's note of lust
December, at least o far a8 corre-
spondents on this aide of the Atlantic
are concerned, are purely speculative
and must be #o of necessity for the
reason that up to this time the depart-
ment it2elf does not know even the
substance of the reply. This disposes of
the stories that have appeared to the
effect that the administration has been
deeply stirred by cablegrams from Mr.
Woodford relative to the Spanish an-
BWer,

Benor Dupuy de Lome, spent some
time In consultation with Mr, Kasson,
at the state department today, talking
over the proposed reciprocity tremties
to be arranged between the United
Btates and Spain. It I8 #ald that the
progresg made so far le encouraging
to both parties, The broad lines of
policy have been laid down through
the efforts of Mr. Woodford in Mad-
rid and Messrs. Kasson and Dupuy de
Lome In Washington, and the arrange-
ments of the details of the treaties may,
be expected to begin at the next mest-
ing. The Spanizsh minlster hag been
Informed that Dr, Anguelo will come
to Wasghington to represent the Auton-
omous government of Cuba in fixing
the detafls of the treaties, The doctor
I8 now In New York awniting the re-
turn 4 Havana of Captain General
Hlanco, who must sign his commis-
sion.. He is a leader in the Autonomlist
party.

The attention of the Spanish min-
ister was directed to the published
statements that he had been In core
respondence with the Spanish author=
Ities In Cuba relative to the suspen=
glon of a pensgion that was being paid
to Jullo SBangully because of the re-
turn of the latter to Cuba against the
terms of the agreement.

The minister said the whole story
was the veriest nonsense; that he hud
naothing to do with Sangully, and, In

MINISTER WOODFORD'S NUTE.

From a relinble quarter it was learmn-
ed todny that the recent note dellverad
by Minister Woodford to the Spanieh
government relates to the question of
Mlibvelering, and is a strong showing
of what the United States has done and
the amount of money the government
has spent in gtopplug flibustering.

The note was dirawn out by the roply
of Spain to a previous note in which it
was suggested that the Cuban insurrecs
tion galned much of s strength
through filihustering parties organized
and squipped in the United States,
and that this was one of the reasons
which Increased the difficalties in
bringing the in=urrection to u close,
Now Minister Woodford has rejoined
with an arrayal of facts and fAsures,
showing in detall the painstaking ef-
forts made by the Uniied States to stop
fillbustering. The statement showed an
aggregnte expenditure uapwards of
#2,000,00C by this government in run-
ning down flibusterers,malntaining de-
tectives, (quipping vessels and search-
ing parties. It showed also that the
United Stutes hasg been more snocess-
ful in this regard than Suain, as the
detailed statement shows how large fili-
busterers were npprehsnded, broken
up, and progecotions coarried on by the
federa]l authoritles, while the Spanish
naval force surrounding the island of
Cubp has not succeeded in accomplish-
Ing equal results, the Combpetitor pars
ty being, it ig sald, the only one of any
proportions which has been apprehend-
ed by the Bpanish.
